Dan: Who are you and what do you do in ATG?

Antidemon-Demonocido 
Released-1999 
Label-Extreme Records 
Style-Death/Grind 

Antidemon is one of, if not the most popular Christian metal band from the 
country of Brazil. Unlike most of the bands from that country, Antidemon has a 
quality about them that cannot be rivaled. Maybe it’s their good production, their 
insane style of vocals, or the fact that the drummer is a very nice looking young 
woman. Either way they have created one fine debut album that this reviewer has 
been a bit late in obtaining. 

Antidemon plays grindcore with a lot of death metal influences thrown in 
there. Their guitars are fast and ferocious with some nice deep chugging going on. 
They pound at you with a ton of heaviness that will make you cringe. One thing I 
really enjoy is the clean mix though, the guitar creates a nice crunch but doesn’t 
overpower the vocals, drums and bass. The whole guitar package is amazing. I 
hear a lot of punk influence in the riffing and song structures. Some people refer to 
Antidemon as death punk. Whatever you wanna call it, its definitely heavy. The 
bass rumbles and can actually be heard providing it with a lot of nice low end. The 
drumming isn’t the most complex thing in the world, but can still be very brutal. 
There is not as much double bass and blastbeats present as on most death/grind 
releases, but I think this is the punk influence in the band that makes it different 
than the rest of the pack. The production value helps this release I think that this is 
what sets them apart from the other bands in Brazil. The mixing is brilliantly done 
and all the instruments are crystal clear. I wish the vocals were in English but then 
again they aren’t going to go back and re record the whole album just for me are 
they? The point I was trying to make is that I don’t know how easy the vocals are 
to understand considering I don’t speak their language. The vocals are one of the 
defining characteristics of Antidemon. They have a very deep and almost belchy 
sound to them, but they flow really well and are just awesome. Sometimes there 
will be some cool backup screaming to be found check the song Suicide to see 
what I mean. 

Lyrically Antidemon isn’t as focused on killing evil as you may think. They 
are very Christ centered lyrics, but it seems that the demons being killed on this 
CD are the inner and personal demons that people have through alcohol, drugs, 
suicide, and hatred. Not to say that there isn’t plenty of Satan bashing to be had 
though. You can read the lyrics to all of their CD’s at their website at 
www.antidemon.cjb.net . This CD is definitely a good buy if you can find it. It 
has 27 songs on it, yes 27 tracks and clocks in at one hour and three minutes. 

Some of the songs are five minutes long, yet others are six seconds !!!!!!! This is 
definitely a great disc by a great band.

Skymetal-Sepultura

Lately I seem to have developed a strong liking for foreign death metal and 
grindcore bands. Skymetal is another death metal band from South American 
signed to Brazil’s Extreme Records. I think overall that the South American 
Christian metal scene is getting better and better production wise. I have heard 
Skymetal’ s old album Apocalypse, but wasn’t too impressed by it. I recently 
obtained a copy of this new one Sepultura and was pretty much blown away. 

Starting off, Sepultura is already faster, heavier, and generally more insane 
than Apocalypse ever was. The guitars are very crunchy and heavy. The riffs go 
from fast chunking and speeding, to more of a mid paced slow heavy plodding. 

The guitars have little to no mess ups, and are played with great skill. They even 
give us a few solos to chew on. The bass is rumbling and gives a nice punch to the 
overall blasting effect. The drumming is nice and brutal with plenty of blast beats 
and double bass for everyone to enjoy. The vocals have that distinct South 
American Death metal sound to them. Some people like to describe them as belch 
vocals. They are very comparable to Antidemon who I have been obsessing over 
this whole issue. Skymetal’ s music is a great blend of blasting and slower more 
technical passages. One minute the music will be slow and plodding, but then the 
double bass will kick in, and then everything will speed up with the vocalist going 
as million miles an hour trying to keep up with the ferocious pace of the music. 

The music also has many technical moments too. Some of the song intros are slow 
and downright creepy too. The record on a whole is very symmetrical and straight 
forward. It never really erupts into total chaos or anything, which is a nice relief 
since so many grind influenced bands tend to go off time and really just create a 
mess of noise. Musically Skymetal is on the right track. The music could stand to 
be a tad more brutal than it is, but that will come in time. 

Lyrically Skymetal is a ministry-based band that compromises nothing in 
their lyrics. They focus on Christ and the importance of salvation. There is a tad 
of Satan bashing to be found, but this is not the focus of the album at all. All the 
lyrics are in Portuguese, or at least I think they are, I’m not sure, all I now is that I 
had to run them through an internet translator to understand them. Their website is 
also in Portuguese with no translation, which kind of bothers me because so many 
more people could be interested in their music if it was more accessible. The CD 
has ten songs and an intro track, but the whole product clocks in at 44 minutes 
overall. Not a bad time in a day and age where most albums put out are a measly 
twenty for thirty minutes long. This one is a bit more for the trad death metal 
heads than the grind minds.

Franks Enemy-Illumination

Style-Grindcore mixed with any genre you can imagine 

Um wow. That’s all I can really say about this CD. Its not 

necessarily good, and its not really bad, its terrible and wonderful, it’s sick and 
twisted and makes almost no sense at all. Yet I love it, I love every second of it. 

So imagine you buy this CD and take it home. You’ve heard from your friends 
that Franks Enemy plays grindcore. You like grindcore right? You love it, its 
what makes your little world go around and around. Well you pop in the CD and 
to your surprise it begins with a SKA INTRO? That’s right kids, it’s a funky ska 
almost reggae tune of introduction. You start thinking to yourself that somebody 
has ripped you off big time. Then suddenly in the midst of the nice ska 
introduction the song just rips into the most brutal and sick grindcore you’ve ever 
heard. Its just insane the guitars are down tuned about as far as humanly possible. 
So when a chord is played it basically sounds like toxic sludge, yet its sludge being 
flung at your face at a thousand miles per hour. Is there a bass on this CD? Who 
cares !!!!!!!! The guitars provide all the low end you’ll ever need. The drumming 
is pretty basic, it’s ridiculous actually, by basic I mean insanely fast and chaotic. 
The vocals are pretty much impossible to understand without the lyrics. Although 
even if you had the lyrics I doubt you’d be able to understand them. The vocals 
can go from being very high pitched shrieks and squeals to deeper more traditional 
death metal vocals. Although when the band is experimenting the vocals are 

occasionally just shouted or whispered, or both The song Another Liberation 

actually has some really really really bad singing. Extremely bad singing, as a 
matter of fact, I doubt singing could ever actually get worse than this, its ok though 
because the metal comes back in pretty soon. The song Metro is basically an 
industrial electronic song. This is really a toss up of nearly every style in the book. 
There’s punk, ska, electronica, grindcore (lots of it too), death metal, thrash metal, 
and just noise. The last song is kind of a rap song too. 

The lyrics are cool, they are extremely sarcastic but they have a good 
message. Franks Enemy is Christ centered, they are sarcastic towards Astrology 
and other such teachings. Some standout songs on this little disc of horrors are 
Codebasher, Metro, Friends in the Sky, and John the Baptist Revisited. The disc 
has fifteen tracks, and clocks in at fifty-one minutes and thirty seconds. If you’re 
into grindcore I would still warn you to check this out before buying it. If you are 
one of those people who always walks around saying “I listen to everything” then 
you should like this, cuz its everything all right, ALL AT THE SAME 
TIME! !!!!!!!!!!!!! If you’re just an all around weirdo like me, you should dig this 
CD.

Dark Lay Still-Joy in the Throes of Agony

You like free demos? I know I do, and I know everyone else does too. Well 
if your interested this demo CD by Dark Lay Still can be downloaded for free off 
of their myspace page www.myspace.com/darklavstill . Dark Lay Still refers to 
themselves as a blackened metal band, but I pretty much just hear black metal 
being played. Anyways, on to the review. 

The first song is called Mists driven by storms. The song starts off with a 
nice atmospheric keyboard piece, until I realized that this was actually the entire 
song. There is a very deep and distorted voice speaking in the background, but 
without lyrics I doubt anyone could actually understand him. This song was kind 
of a let down, since I think that if a band makes a demo CD that the four songs 
should represent the bands actual sound. Anyway, it is a nice intro overall and sets 
the mood for what is to come. The second song Kings of Old really represents 
what Dark Lay Still is really all about. They have very strong keyboards than can 
clearly be heard all throughout the song. The guitars go at a really really fast black 
metal pace. There’s nothing particularly new here but the song is good, with some 
really fast blasting drums. The guitar and keyboard match up nicely to make the 
song sound extremely epic. There is some fast picking to be found here, basically 
it sounds like any atmospheric black metal band would. The difference though is 
the low production value on the song makes it a lot more brutal than most bands in 
this genre. Immortal Beloved is next with a creepy melodic introduction. The 
keyboards are all over this song. The deep and distorted vocals from the first song 
are back. I was beginning to think that this was going to be slow all the way 
through, but toward the middle it brings the black metal back in full force. The 
normal vocals are a high pitched black metal shriek. The keys once again make 
the song sound very epic. The last song White Blades Through Black Hearts starts 
off with another creepy melodic intro but it quickly subsides to more black metal. 
This song is another very good one. Dark Lay Still is not a bad band at all, they 
play the style of music very well. It’s just that the style of music they play is so 
over done by so many bands. I will not be shallow and condemn them for that 
though. 

Their lyrics are very Christ centered and God praising. Dark Lay Still has 
stated on their website that they always wish to remain a Christian band and never 
veer from the narrow path. Fans of Antestor, Crimson Moonlight, Sorrowstorm, or 
Drottnar should definitely check this band out. I hear news of a full length coming 
soon. Also remember this is a free demo, so you might wanna download it while 
you still can.

Sinai Beach-When Breath Escapes

Style-Metalcore/Hardcore 

I always run a reputation risk when I review a CD by a fairly popular band, 
but in some cases the music and the band is just that good, that I cannot help but 
print my perspective on it. Sinai Beach is a Christian hardcore band from 
California. 

This album starts off with the song Candice. One thing you’ll notice right 
away is the over the top brutality of the band. They didn’t record this in a million 
dollar studio where computers and equalizers took away all traces of brutality. 
There is plenty of guitar roaring and some feedback. The build ups are epic and 
the breakdowns are truly crushing. In the middle of the song you can hear the 
vocalist start singing, and you’ll then notice he actually has an ability to do so, 
unlike so many hardcore vocalists out there. The guitars on the album are very 
crunchy and brutal, they provide a punch strong enough to knock you back a few 
feet. If you listen closely you can hear some slight death metal influences sinking 
through the cracks. The music isn’t overly technical, which I don’t think that 
hardcore is really about being technical. The drumming is fast with some good 
drum fills and double bass. The vocals have are very well done. The vocalist 
screams with conviction and passion. His singing voice is also very nice without 
any kind of emo influence. The singing is only done every once in awhile. Don’t 
expect any clean sung choruses or anything like that. The production value is low, 
but like I said before it really just adds to the brutality of the band. 

The lyrics are very special and very convicting. In a day and age where 
most hardcore and metalcore bands are just trying to be part of the scene. Sinai 
Beach stands up for Christ. The lyrics cover topics such as sexual abuse, lying, 
cursing, and disbelief. One song even states “Mankind thinks he knows all I guess 
it get easier to understand when you make things up”. Dealing with the theories of 
mankind. My biggest gripe with this album is the length. The CD clocks in at 30 
minutes exactly. I’ve heard demos that lasted longer than that. Overall though this 
is a very easy CD to find. If you are into hardcore or know anybody who is, this 
CD would be a good addition to your collection.

Bloody Sunday-To Sentence the Dead

Ahh Bloody Sunday, I remember these guys from last year when they put 
out an 18 minute debut album on Strikefirst records. I remember feeling so ripped 
off by the store I bought this from, but realized that they probably had no idea. I 
am happy to report that their second album To Sentence the Dead is not eighteen 
minutes long, it’s not much longer though clocking in at 29 minutes. 

Bloody Sunday plays the long forgotten style of spirit filled hardcore. Their 
type of hardcore focuses a lot more on speed and energy than on technicality or 
complexity. The music I guess could be best described as metal tinged hardcore, 
the speed and aggression of old speed metal is there, but then again it is very punk 
influenced. It depends on who you ask really. The drumming has to pretty much 
keep up a lot of double bass in order to keep up to pace with the music. The 
breakdowns are as brutal as ever. The vocals actually add to the music a lot by 
bringing out some refreshing melodies, the way the vocalist structures words is 
very catchy and memorable. I discovered a few months ago that their previous 
vocalist had left the band and now their guitar play does the vocals. The 
interesting thing, is that I honestly cannot tell the difference between the two. The 
vocals are kind of a horse yell, they are really cool, but they sound like they would 
be painful to do. There is some screaming too, since this is hardcore, there are a 
lot of sweet gang vocals in the background. Musically there isn’t a whole to say. 
This release sounds pretty much like their last release only there’s more of it. The 
production value is very good and makes the CD sound really good in my car. 

Lyrically Bloody Sunday really shines. They focus on so many aspects on 
one short record. The overall theme here is unity and brotherhood. The opening 
song states There’s Nothing Relative about Family. Some songs deal with topics 
such as evolution, forgiveness, anger, love, and loss. They stress a certain sense of 
honor in their lyrics. This attitude has been growing in the Christian hardcore 
scene lately, where the more spirit filled bands feel that they need to start cleaning 
things up. Like I said in my review for their last album. I really like how the band 
writes lyrics that will benefit everyone whether they are Christians or not. The 
wide range of topics is beneficial to whatever situation you are currently going 
through, while they still point people in the direction of Christ. Overall this is a 
great hardcore release and is highly recommended.

Indwelling- And My Eyes Shall Weep

Style-Brutal Death Metal 

In the year 2000 one of the greatest Christian hardcore bands Overcome 
decided to call it quits. But three of their members decided to keep making music. 
The kind of music they made was not hardcore, but was in fact brutal death metal. 
That brutal death metal was what later came to be known as Indwelling. 

Indwelling was probably the only death metal band on Facedown records, and I 
was sad to discover their recent breakup. Don’t be too sad though, considering 
they recorded this fine piece of brutality for us all to eat up. 

Indwelling is brutal, not just brutal they are really brutal. If you remember 
my definition of brutal from the January issue, it definitely applies here. The 
guitars are down tuned to the point of no return. The riffs are quite chaotic, but a 
closer look reveals that they are in fact extremely technical and complex. The 
album has a strong focus on technicality. I would have liked to hear more straight 
chugging for a few moments. That’s ok though, the level of musicianship is very 
high here. A few songs begin with creepy melodic intros. The drumming is very 
brutal, the drums were recorded very well indeed, because they are deep and 
pounding and very easy to hear. The drumming is done very well and precisely 
without any sloppiness. The vocals are about as deep as they come, they are so 
deep in fact that sometimes they sound like a frightening whisper coming from 
some dark crypt somewhere. There is a little bit of high pitched shrieking to be 
found here too. I have this complaint with every album I hear, and that is the 
length, in my opinion, a full length album should be more than 30 minutes long. It 
is a good thirty minutes. The only thing that hurts these songs though is the lack of 
anything memorable. 

The lyrics are some of the most heartfelt to be found. The song And My 
Eyes Shall Weep talks about the strong emotion felt for a new believer when they 
first accept Christ, and the joy that is brought into our hearts knowing that we now 
have another brother or sister who we’ll be spending eternity with. The lyrics deal 
with more negative things too though. They talk about topics such as sin, false 
teachings, and the need for salvation. It really is a shame that this band broke up 
because I feel that another album would have made them metal masters. The last 
time I saw this CD online was on the Facedown Records store where It can be 
ordered for like seven dollars. A pretty good deal I’d say. Get it while it lasts.

At this moment, I have to seriously worry about the state of the scene that I 
have been working so hard to set up and unite, with other people who are like- 
minded in this aspect. I know this may be a re-hashed discussion, but I want 
to throw some stuff on the table and make a meal out of it. In other words, I 
just want this post to get us to think about what music we are listening to, 
what bands we buy, who we are supporting, and what IS this 
whole Christian metal thing? 

As many of you probably know, I was plugged into the steps of Christ 
because of Christian metal, some time in 1997. This is exactly why I am in this 
scene in the first place. Not because I want to be entertained or because one 
day I am here and the next day you see me at a rave party, completely 
changed. I’m not here because I want to make money. I'm not here because I 
want people to wear my shirts and buy my CDs so I can brag....and then 
become secular so I can brag more. I am not here to fool around or waste my 
time or anyone's time. 

I am here to stay and to serve. And because I am here to stay, I believe that 
I have the right to speak my mind about things in a safer environment than 
others, especially in this message board. I chose this one wisely. 

I have had a constant mission statement with my bands and the general 
mission I have with ministry, which is this: 

"To bring people closer to Christ through metal music." 

That, I believe, is the core and base of what our scene should be like. If anyone 
has a better idea or if anyone disagrees, please offer a better plan. 

However, people tend to stray. How and Why? I don't know. I mess up. We 
mess up. But this 9 word statement should remain clear and constant. There 
have been bands that began with great intentions and who were handed to 

them a great ministry only to throw everything away like a delicious new 

pizza into a garbage can without eating a bite. And we're not only talking solo 

projects here. We're talking 3, 4, 5, 6 person bands who just decided to 

throw away their ministry. Some may say, "maybe that wasn't their calling." 
But can we really be sure? What if it was....but they bailed out because it was 
easier? Way to miss out on a reward upstairs. 

I failed College Calculus and had to change my major because of it. But 
THIS issue is much more difficult to understand for me than College 
Calculus. 

Did the 4 or 5 members just become suddenly brainwashed? Were they 
meant for ministry? Did they have the right intentions to start with? What 
were they thinking? 

How does a metal band that has been handed a gift, a mission, equipment, 
a ministry, and maybe a passion, could fall so low as to reject the honor of 
serving Christ and succumb to something so devious as to using their musical 



talents for their own fame, their own glory, and to attract women? (you could 
just go to the gym for that). 

How is it that in third world countries, there are people who have been 
given a ministry vision and are working tenfold to pursue it, selling whatever 
excess baggage they have to sell to buy a double bass pedal, working an extra 
job to buy a bass amp, and generally sacrificing so much more in order to 

play in shows where there is blasphemy and hatred their metal for 

Christ????? And they succeed and never lose sight of the plan. Look at 
Antidemon. Boanerges. Crimson thorn (American Example). I would have 
done anything to be able to play in a metal fest here in the states. I hope 
Exousia does that sometime, and exalts God on stage. 

(By the way, I like America. I just don't like some American "Christian 
metal" elitist attitudes) 

When you have folks in Colombia, Brazil, Mexcio, Paraguay, Peru, 
whatever, who are complaining to me that their life passion is to have a 
CHRISTIAN BLACK METAL BAND in their country, who have the heart of 
Abel and the will of Sampson, but who tell me about their financial 

issues WHILE on the other side, there is a fine bunch of folks who have 

the opportunity to serve Christ in metal in a rich nation. Yes, a RICH nation 
which is the USA, who reject it and begin playing self-centered music with 
great equipment, OR, totally wimp out because someone said, "you're dumb. 
Christian black metal is an oxymoron," we have a problem. Yes, I've met 
people who wimp out pretty easily. I understand that. This ministry isn't for 
everyone. But for the sake of the scene, if this isn't for YOU, then don't taint 
it. 

There are many great sounding and well-produced bands out there who 
were once an inspiration, but now are NOT Christ-centered. Many Christian 
distros who dilly dally around and do cartwheels all day thinking that people 
never change... are selling their music. It's their distro, that's fine. I have no 
problem with their business model. But the problem I have is... 
many of us... ARE BUYING THEIR MUSIC!!!!!!!!!!! and saying, "hey mom, 
this CD is Christian just because one of the members is Christian and he's the 
harmonica player who never shows up to practice." "Look, this CD is 
Christian because it has: THE ANCIENT ONE listed on the thanks list. 

That's God, right?" WRONG! The Ancient One could be your annoying 
grandmother if you think about it. Let's not be ashamed of Christ. I have 
nothing to hide. 

I know for a fact that there are many people who play in Christian metal 
bands who really don't have the heart for this. We're talking front men who 
are supposedly great Christian examples who have judged other people 

harshly who then totally forget their Christ-centered approach 

and turn self-centered BUT THAT'S NOT THE END! People still 

buy their albums thinking that... just because they act nice and say they are 



Christians, that they can win people over to Christ by just being 

themselves and talking to people back stage, while totally taking God off of 
their interviews, lyrics, CD pamphlets, and websites. Being yourself can 
backfire at times. We're not perfect, but if we continue to lose focus on Christ, 
then our metal is going to be tainted, and so will the ministry. 

I don't talk about God on some radio interviews or written interviews, but 
that's because everyone knows Who I stand for. When you begin to question a 
band's stance on Christianity... that's when the problem starts. 

I had a radio interview in Panama about a month ago regarding 
Encryptor. I didn't mention anything Biblical or God-related. I didn't have 
to. You don't have to talk about God every single time... but when you erase it 
totally, that's when the problem starts. I never talk about God in concerts I go 
to. I simply hang out. But at home...I pray for those who I shared meals with. 

And no, just because you erase God doesn't automatically mean that non- 
Christians will be happy. Some might even think you are... wimping out. 

"So, what happened (name your band here)? No more Jesus in your lyrics?" 
"I knew you'd wimp out sooner or later after all the persecution we've been 
giving you." 

Some bands are not very openly Christian, but their mission is very 
effective! But beware, there are bands who are not openly Christian and, 
HECK, they don't care about bringing people closer to the Word. I think this 
is the case with many bands that we are buying, supporting, and listening to. 

A friend of mine has a band that isn't Christian. They are more of an 
entertainment type band. They draw crowds... BUT... their mission is to bring 
people to Christ, and they do this by attracting people. This is good. Other 
bands go completely secular and forget about everyone. 

Forgetting God is convenient. Then everybody loves you, right??? WRONG. 
Here's some common sense: If you are a Christian metal band, 

1. Don't curse during interviews 

2. Don't curse in song lyrics 

3. Don't curse on stage 

4. Don't take pictures while flicking off 

5. Don't put a picture on the back of a CD cover of you wearing an offensive t- 
shirt 

6. Be careful. Post a thread like the one I just posted at your own risk. People 
will talk behind your back. 

It's people's future who we’re dealing with. This is important. Think about it. 
Support the underground. Ignore the Beast, and hang out with people who 
want the best for the scene. Just because we received the gift of salvation 
doesn't give us the right to ignore God's calling. Other people count as well.
